The disease 
is transmitted from person to person 
through tbe taking in of these orgisniemp, 
either in direct contact or after the secre- 
tion have been dried and pulverized and 
inhaled in the form of dust. 


"The disease cannot be produced bv any 


other causoa than the influenza bacillus. 
There are many catarrha! affections of the 
respiratory tract which are improperly 
called grip, and the distinction between 
these and true grip is extremely difficult, 
and often impossible m milder forms. 
Grip, however, is a much more serious af- 
fection, produces much greater depression 
and is followed by a much more tedious 
convalescence. The disease extends rap- 
idly, and affects large numbers of people, 
because of tbe lack of definite diagnosis 
and any attempt at isolation of patient or 
disinfection of dischargee.

l>lHtrirt Attorney Gmhum Make* a State 


inont of tliu Proauuiillim'a i'oiilloii. 


District Attorney Graham last Monday 


filed in tbe prothonoiary's office of the 
Supreme Court the answer of the Conv 
monwealth to the petition of United States 
Senator M. S. Quay, his son, Richard R. 
Quay, and former State Treasurer Hay- 
wood, in which the defendants naked the 
Supreme Court for a rule to show cause 
why a writ of certiorari should not be ia- 
qued to take up the record of examination 
ol the caae in which the three defendants 
are charged with conspiracy to misuse 
State funds on deposit in the People's 
Bank. 


In hia anawer the district attorney says 


the statement that the defendants could 
not obtain a fair trial is "scandalous and 
untruthful and a gross imputation upon 
the twelve judges of the Philadelphia 
courts," and he declares it to be untrue as 
chaiged in the petition that the prosecu- 
tions were inspired by .fudge James Gay 
Goidou. Continuing, the anawer says: 
"The prosecution does not depend upon 
verbal testimony, but upon the written 
evidence created by the conspirators them 
selves in the pursuit of the object of their 
conspiracy. This es'idence shows tliat the 
public funds of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania for years have been u?ed by 
the conspirators for their pi ivate and un- 
lawful gain. Interest has been allowed by 
the People's Bank on the deposits of pnb- 
ic money and paid to the accuaed, in some 
casea placed in the individual deposit of 
the accused in their bank account, and 
checked out by them along with their own 
moueya in the same account. In other 
nstances, cashier's checks and drafts have 
been made payable to the accused for cer- 
tain sums of interest on the public money 
and these documents, bearing the indorse- 
ment of the accused, showing the receipts 
Dy them of the interest money paid, are in 
existence and in the possession of the 


lommouwealth. 
The books show that 


:uiudreda of thousands of dollars of public 
money deposited in the People's Bank was 
set apart for the use of M. S. Quay, and 
usid by him ; and that he waa charged no 
interest thereon. The books show that 
hundreds ol thousands of dollars' worth 
of atocka were bought for M. S. Quay with 
thia money." 


"Cornstalk Disease." 


Trouble Amonp Cuttle in Franklin County, 


PH., Is Not Anthrax, A.-, WUM i'eared. 


Veterinarian J. J. Repp, of Philadelphia, 


who haa been making an investigation of 
the disease among cattle in the western 
and northwestern sections of Franklin 
county, haa made public the result of his 
inquiry. He Gnda the disease to be tox- 
aemia maidia, or "cornstalk disease." 


It was thought that the disease was an 


?pidemic of anthrax, which ia not only 
Fatal to cattle, but to human beings, when- 
ever it attacks the latter. 


I>r. Kepp eaya the "cornstalk disease" 


has only recently been made the subject 
of investigation in the United States and 
ihat its origin has not yet been fully eatab- 
ished. Some authorities claim it ia cauaed 
>y microbes; others say it is produced by 
a fungus, which grows on the leaves and 
stem of the cornstalk. He recommenda 
that [odder be fed sparingly to cattle until 
they become accustomed to ic. The caae 
s reported of a ateer that died on the farm 
of B. F. Newton, at Pleasant Hall, Frank- 
in county. 
Veterinarian who made an 


nveatigatiou, fearine the disease waa an- 
hrax, aay they found nearly two quarta 
if sand in the animal's stomach.

Condemned by Miles. 


The General Points Out Defective Method 


iu the Santiago Campaign. 


Gen. Nelson A. Milee, commanding th 


United Statea army, and Gen. Wesle 
Merritt, coalman tier of the American force 
at the capture o£ Manila, testified befor 
the war investigating commission las 
Wednesday. General Miles responded t 
the snmmoca of the committee only afte 
several daya' consideration. 


He spoke with some bitterness as to th 


"embalmed beet" and the canned bee 
furnished the army in the field. This h 
characterized aaan experiment, for whic 
"some one in Washington" is reaponsible 
He said that the landing facilitiea of tb 
Santiago expedition were inadequate, am 
that the men were abort ol rations an< 
medicines, and might have been bette 
protected from exposure to fever conta 
gion. 


General Merritt told the commiaaion 


that he regarded the Philippines expedi 
tion aa a decided auccess, and would con 
duct it on the same lines if he had to do i 
over. He apoke in high terms of the troops 
under him, and said his army was wel 
supplied with medicines and food. 


When General Miles took the atand he 


waa aaked : 
"Are you willing to be 


aworn?" 


"I think," waa the reply, "that I can 


aay what I have to say without being 
aworn." 


General Miles was fortified with a large 


package of papers, and had hia own aten 
ographer. He gave his evidence in a clear 
unhesitating way, and went into details 
regarding both the Santiago and Porto 
Rico expeditiona. He opened by describ 
ing the railroad confusion in getting the 
war munitioua to Tampa, pointed to the 
lack of government store house facilitiea 
there, and eaid the caia at one time were 
held back aa far as Columbia, R. C. 
He 


*aid when the transports were loaded ii 
way found impossible to pub more than 
15,000 men aboard, and they were equip 
peel as will as possible under the circum- 
stances. 


"It wai most fortunate," he aaid, "thai 


thtt transports had good weather. If they 
had encountered a severe storm the losa o 
life, or the suffering at least, must have- 
been fearful. 
Aa it was, with fair weather. 


the men below crowded iu with the mules 
and supplies could get on deck, which 
would have been impoasible otherwise.'

Treaty to be Ratified. 


Th« infill on Expansion to be 


Ratification. 


Hon. Clark Howell, member of the 


Democratic National 
Committee from 


Georgia and editor of the Atlanta Constitu 
tion, after consulting with the leaders o 
both oE the political parties at Washing' 
ton, telegraphed as follows to his paper lasi 
Wednesday : 


"With tbe adjournment nf Congress for 


the holidays the linal decision on the peace 
treaty is as clear as it will be after a vote 
lias been taken in tbe Senate. 
Two weeks 


ago the matter waa in doubt; to-day it is 
aa certain that thp treaty will be raliflec 
aa it will be Lhat it has been after the vott 
has been taken. 
"Ii must not be understood that the 


ratification of the treaty will carry with it 
the assumption that all those who vote af- 
firmatively are in favor of national expan- 
sion across the Pacific. Of the Senators 
who will vote in favor of the treaty there 
will be Republicans as well as Democrats 
who are in principle as well as in theory 
opposed to the trans-oceanic expansion ot 
our national domain. They take, how- 
ever—and very properly-the view that 
the question of expansion, per Be, ia not 
involved in the consideration of the peace 
treaty, and that after the treaty has been 
ratified and Spain has been eliminated as 
,1 factor m the Philippinea problem it wil 
be time enough to consider the policy to 
be pnr&ned in dealing with tha Philippines, 
and jr.st heie will come the real contest or 
tbe question of expansion." 


Mr. Honell says that after the treaty 


haa been fhiaUy disposed of a resolution 
will be introduced making declaration o: 
the proposed policy of this government iu 
dealing \\ith the Philippines, aud that this 
resolution will be framed very much^ or 
the basis of the Cuban resolution, adoptee 
coincidently with the declaration of war, 
in which it was assorted that the policy o 
this government would be to give the p^o 
pie of Cuba a free and independent govern 
ment of their own. 


Tlie Case of Koberts. 


It is stated that Judge Goodwin, editor 


of the Milt Lake Tribune, haa announced 
that B. II. Roberts, polygamiat, of Utah 
ia not eligible to a aeut in Congress. 


Judge Goodwin ie reported aa saying 


"In the Forty-seventh or Forty-eight!: 
Congress, if I -emember correctly, a law 
was passed making the living with two or 
more women at the same time as wivyg an 
offense punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary nnder Utah-law. 
Roberts was lined, imprisoned and disfran- 
chised. 
Hfi has never since ceased to live 


n ttie same relation with his plural wives. 
He haa never been pardoned. 


"The question which will be presentee 


to the Fifty-sixth Congress, if any at all, 
will be whether that Congress will permil 
a person to occupy a seat who for breaking 
a law was disfranchised by a former .Con- 
gress and who ever aince has continually 
persisted in breaking that law." 


It is somewhat remarkable, aaya the In- 


di<ttut}ioti3 Sentinel, that Mr. Roberts, the 
Representative-elect from Utah, whose 
seat in Congress is threatened because be 
is a polygamist, was elected by women. 
The women vote in Utah, and they were 
very strong for Roberts. It shows their 
prefeience for a marrying man, even if his 
tendency is abnormally developed.

Transfer of Havana. 


Programme Agreed Upon for, H Historic* 


Ceremony on New Year's l>ay. 


At a joint meeting of the United Statea 


and Spanish oommisaionera in Havana last 
Friday the programme waa finally agreed 
upon lor the change of flaga on January 1 
at noon. 


Just before 12 o'clock on that day tbe 


American war veesela will each fire a sa- 
lute of twenty-one guns in honor of the 
Spanish flag. Promptly at 12 the Spanish 
flaga will be lowered and the stars and 
atripea will be hoisted over El Morro and 
the public buildings of the city. Spanish 
artillerists at Cabanas fortress will aalute 
the American flog with twenty-one guns, 
Spanish warahips in tne harbor joining in 
the salute. 


At the aame hour the Spanish troops, if 


any ol them remain in the city, will be pa- 
raded in barracks and will render proper 
salutes to the American forces paaaing. 


Juat before noon 'the United Statea and 


Spanish commissioners, wijih Gen. Jimenez 
Caatellanos, the Spanish captain-general, 
and the ranking American army officer in 
Cuba—Major-General John E. Brooke, if 
he arrives in time, and otherwise Major- 
General tee—will assemble at the palace. 
The Spanish commissioner will then form- 
ally surrende the government to the United 
Statea commiasionera, who will transfer it 
to the American general commanding. 
After thia Ehe Spaniards will remain awhile 
to receive those who may wish to pay 
their respects. 


It was agreed at the joint meeting that 


the Spanish troops remaining in Cuba after 
January 1 should be considered in the 
light of foreign troops in a friendly coun- 
try and be accorded the privleges usually 
granted to such under international law. 
The buildings and grounds occupied bv 
them are to be covered by tbe immunities 
of extra-territoriality. Futher stipulations 
have been entered into respecting the pre- 
vention of any disturbance of public order 
consequent upon their presence. 


Matauzaa and Cieufuegos will doubtless 


be the only places where Spanish troopa 
will remain after. January 1, aud Cienfu- 
goa will be evacuated last. The Spanish 
sick in the hospitals will remain under the 
aafeguard of the American flag, the Span- 
ish authorities providing medicines and at- 
tendance, with food, and sending them 
home on recovery. 


Koosevelt's War Heroes in Battle. 


The Colonel'* Thrilling Story of Their 


Krave Deeds. 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt hns told 


one of the most interesting stories of the 
heroes in the Rough Riders in the war in 
reports filed in the War Department at 
Washington. Full of fire and dash and al- 
most fiction, the gallant leader describes 
tbe charge and capture of San Juan bill. 


"We continued to move forward," he 


saya, "until I ordered a charge, and the 
men ruahed to the block house aud rifle 
pits on the hill to the right of our advance. 
We then opened fire on the entrenchments 
on a hill to our left which some of tbe 
other regiments were assailing and which 
they carried a few minutes later. 
When 


the men got their wind we charged again 
and carried the second line of entrench- 
ments with a rush. Swinging to the left 
we then drove the Spaniards over the 
brow of the chain of hills fronting on San- 
tiago. The Spaniards made one or two 
efforts to retake the line, but were prompt- 
ly driven back. 


'We were lucky enough to find in tlie 


'ast block house captured the Spanish din- 
ner BtiH cooking, which we ate with a rel- 
ish. 
They conaiated chiefly of rice and 


peae, with a big pot containing a stew of 
[resh meat, probably for the officers. 
We 


tiad no blankets or coats, and lay by the 
irerichea all night. 
The Spaniards at- 


tacked us once in the night, aud at dawn 
ihey opened a' heavy artillery and rifle 
3re. 
Lieutenant Parker fought his guna 


at the extreme front of the firing linp in a 
way that repeatedly called forth the cheers 
of tny men. One of the Spanish batteries 
which was need against us waa directly in 
front of the hospital, so that the liy J Cross 
flag flew over the battery, saving it from 
our fire. 


'We could not get our blankets, coata or 


shelter tenta, while tlie men lay all day 
under the fire of the Spanish batteries, in- 
trenchments and guerrillas in trees, and 
worked all night in the trenches, never 
even taking off their ahoea. The great j 
heat prostrated nearly 40 men, some of j 
them among the best in the regiment. 
| 


'The guerrillas iu trees not only fired at 


our troops, but seemed to devote them- 
selves especially to shooting at the sur- 
geons, the hospital assistants with Red 
Cross bandagea on their arms, tbe wound- 
ed who were being carried in litters, and 
burying parties. Many of the guerrillas 
were dressed in green uniforms. 


"Trooper Oliver B. Norton, of Company 


B, who, with his brother, waa by my side 
all throughout the charging, waa killed 
while fighting with marked gallantry. 


"But the most conspicuous gallantry 


was shown by Trooper Rowland. He wa 
wounded in the side in our first figbt. bu 
kept in the firing line ; he waa sent to the 
hospital the next day, but left it anc 
marched out to us, overtaking us, anc 
and fought all through this battle with 
sucb indifference to clanger that I was 
iorced again and again to rate and threat 
en him for running needless risks. 


"Great gallantry was also shown by four 


.roopers whom I cannot identify and by 
Trooper Wmalow Clark, of G. It was at 
ter taking the'hilt I bad called to ruab the 
second, and, having by thia time loat my 
jorse, climed a wire fence and started to 
ward it. After going a co'iple of hundred 
yarda under a heavy fire, I found that no 
one else had come. They bad not noticec 
me start. I told the five men to wait a 
moment, as it might be misunderstood i 
we all ran back, while I ran back anc 
started the regiment, and as soon as I die 
ao the regiment came with a tush. 
. "But meanwhile the five men coolty lay 
down in the open, returning tlie fire from 
the trenches. It is to be wondered at that 
only Clark was seriously wounded, and he 
called out, as we passed again, lay my can 
teen where he could reach it, but to con 
tinue tbe charge aud leave him where he 
was. 
All the wounded had to be left un- 


til after the fight, for we could spare no 
men from tbe firing line." 


Supplementing this in another report, 


ie says : "We then charged forward under 
a very heavy fire across tiie valley against 
the Spanish entrenchments on the hill ii 
the rear of the San Juan Hill. This wi 
also took, capturing several prisoners 
We then formed in whatever order we 
could and moving forward, driving the 
Spanish before us to the crest of the hills 
n our front, which were all opposite the 
sity of Santiago itself. 


"Tbe Spaniarda attempted a cqunter-at- 


ack that afternoon, but were easily driven 
)ack, and then until after dark we remain- 
ed nnder a heavy fire from their rifles and 
great guna, lying, flat on our faces on 
;entle slope juat behind the crest. In or- 
der to charge the men had, of course, been 
ibliged to throw away their packs, and we 
had nothing to sleep in and nothing to 
eat." 


Small Regular Army. 


iuljstltute Proposed- by Democrats for

The bill for the increase of the regular 
irmy, wbicb the* minority of tbe House 
ommittee on military affairs will offer as 
a subatitne for the Hub bill, was drawn by 
Representative Hay, of Virginia, and ia 
iow ia the bands of the War Department, 
where an estimate is being made of the 
ost of such a military establishment aa it 
irovides. 
The bill as drawn provides for a stand- 


ng army of 30,000 men, 12,000 artillery, 
,000 infantry, 6,000 cavalry and engineer, 
ordnance and signal ~corpa and general 
taff. To meet the existing exigency for 
roops in Porto Rico, Cuba, the Philip- 
Mnea, Hawaii and tbe Ladrones, the bill 
>rovides thttt'the President may issue his 
>roctamation for 50,000 additional volurt- 
eer troops to be enlisted for two years, 
belie latter troops are to be commanded 
y officers appointed by the President. 
The organization is to be the aame as in 
tie regular army,'tbe strength of tbe dif- 
erent arms of tbe service to be determined 
y the President. The present, volunteers 
re to be. mustered out within 60 days af- 
er the passage of the act,' but volunteer,' 
rganizations now in tbe service shall bo 
iven preferencf for enlistment in tbe new* 
olunteer army'if they BO select within 15 


A Practical View of Cuba. 
your f riends may smile 


Captain Joseph U. Crawford, who has 


recently returned - from' a two months'] 
stay in Cuba, 
where he went to as- j 


aiat in the inspection facilities of the is- 
land and the selection of camps for the 
United States troops by the Government 
officials, lectured lust night at the Franklin 
Institute on "An Engineer's Observation 
in Cuba." Captain Crawford is Engineer 
of Branch Lines of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and his experience aa an army officer 
and practical engineer make his opinion 
authoritative. 


Of Cuba in general, he said, the climate 


waa safe, provided the people took good 
care and lived hygienically. "In fact," 
he continued, "it is probably as good as 
that of Philadelphia to-day." 
But for 


Havana he had only condemnation. The 
sewerage system being ridiculously inade- 
quate and the location of the city on alow-' 
lying peninsula, making it most nchealtb- 
fnl as a place of residence. He eaid that 
it would have been better bad we just dis- 
covered Cuba, as there would not be eo 
mucbtouDdo. 
Of the development of the 


country he*aid that only about one-third 
had been improved, and that in a very 
inadequate way. 


The railroads are poorly built and in 


very bad condition, requiring .'probably 
$10,000 per mile to place them In proper 
order. They coat originally about $30,- 
000 per mile to construct, but he eaid that 
with modern methods new roads could Da 
built at a cost of about $30,000 per mile. 
Iu the whole island there are ubout 1100 
milea of railroad, but before they can be

A timely subject for I he gardeuer now 


to consider is tbe supply ot plunt food 
(or tb« next season's crops 
TUis la a 


very important subject ind should ba 
closely studied. In wh it foim fertiliyeis 
should be applied, the rotation of differ- 
ent kinds of feuilizers in tbo garden 
tile supply of bumua and tbe use of lira 
when it is needed are questions whicl 
should now leeeive his attention, fo 
they have more to do with bia succes 
than anything else 
I have learned from 


a costly experience that it is very tasv tc 
make mistakes in the use of fertilizers 
There have been times when by expend 
Ing $25 more tor fertiluura I would bav 
added $200 to the value of the crop 
would have doubled thf quantity of tb 
produce, and the cost of growing th 
crop would have been the same 


Another mistake I have made is m 


applying sucn heavy diessmg of atabl 
manure to a plat of land so many years 
m succession that I made ihe Jane 
1 manure sick," so it would pioduce only 
small crops 
One plat which has been 


very profitable to me tor growing ce.ep 
I have manured very heavily for six 
years in succession, and lu\e always 
obtained a large growth until this yeai 
when the crop was neaily a t mure dl 
though the plat received a heavier ap 
plication ot manure than usual 
This 


laud I have made almost woithless for 
gardening purposes until 1 shall lenew 
it by ihe use of lime, or by seeding l 
with grass 
The gaidener Cin hardly 


dispense with stable inanuie but unless 
he is caretul to get that which docs not 
contain weed seeds, it will se"d his gar 
den with weeds, and add much lo the 
cost of growing the crops 


One should learn the needs of Hie 


ditteient crops, and how to feed them 
Bitter lesults are obtained in using 
commercial 
fertilizers foi the arual 


fruits, potatoes, corn, tomatoes anc 
peas, while the laiger crops of celeiy. 
cabbages, beets asparagus, spinach, ere . 
are grown by the use of stable manure 
It usually, on old gardens gives betlei 
results at times to use ashes, commerua 
fertilisers and lime in place of the stable 
manure, or when practicable to grow is 
catch crop of crimson clover 


I have found it necessary to use lime 


on my aoil to destroy the germs or 
bacteria which cause the club root m 
tbe plants of tbe cabbage family, anc 
so plan to lime one-fourth of the garden 
each yeai, applying it to tbe grounc 
that IB to be planted with cabbages and 
cauliflowers in the fall 
Then I some 


times apply ashes i>o the plants, as they 
add more lime to tbe soil, and tbe potash 
is of great beueQl to the strawberries. 
Lime is not so often needed m the gar 
den as a source of plant food, but its 
uses aie preparing or making available 
the potash, phosphoric acid and nitrogen 
in the soil, m improving the mechanical 
condition of 
soils, breaking up tbe 


particles in heavy and compact soils 
and making them lr_»er in texture and 
m furnishing conditions m the soil ravor 
able to the activity of the micro-organ 
sms that convert sources of nitrogen 
into nitrates, so that they may beassioii-

with ammonia to form sulphate of atn~ 
monia} while the lime wag converted 
into carbonate of lime by union with 
carbonic acid 
The plaster does de- 


compose, but the ammonia ot the ma- 
nure m fust converted into carbonate of 
ammonia, becoming salt 
As plaster is 


also a salt, the two salts sulphate of lime
